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GENERAL DIRECTIONS 
UBLICATIONS of this description are usually issued in the form of 
well illustrated pamphlets and will supplement with little expense 
the books on geography used in the class room. They come from several 
sources, the United States government, the different, state governments, rail- 
roads, steamship lines, manufacturing firms, and chambers of commerce of 
cities and towns. 

To find out where material of this sort may be obtained requires both 
time and effort. Each month consult the Monthly catalogue of United 
States public documents, and the Monthly list of state publications, both 
published by the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C. Read the 
advertisements of railroads and of steamship companies appearing in maga- 
zines and newspapers, which often offer to send free or for postage descrip- 
tive booklets. These advertisements change with the seasons and in the 
course of a year will include almost all parts of the world. In the columns 
of Public Libraries, The Library Journal, 'The Wisconsin Library Bulletin, 
and other periodicals are often found itents giving the names of recent 
_ pamphlets. 

Write to your congressman for any desired pamphlets published by the 
United States government. If he has copies at his disposal, he will send 
them free, but if not, the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, will 
supply them for the price stated in the published list. The publications of 
the Pan-American Union may also be obtained free from your congress- 
man; but if he is unable to supply them, write the Director General of the 
Pan-American Union, Washington, D. C., who sells these publications for 5c 
up. Address the proper department for the state publications, enclosing post- 
age. Write to railroads and steamship lines giving the names of the 
pamphlets desired and enclose postage. If you want to obtain the most 
recent material write for a list of publications and choose the ones needed, 
for new booklets are being frequently issued. Because of the ephemeral 
nature of many of these publications certain titles given in this list may 
even now be out of print. Frequently new booklets will be issued to replace 
them and on this account it is usually better, when writing for a certain 
title, to add a request for “other similar publications.” 
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The first edition of this list was published in the Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin for January-February, 1912. A number of the new titles were 
suggested by Miss Adelaide R. Hasse, Chief, Public documents department, 
New York public library.

NOTES ON METEOROLOGY 
By R. DeC. WARD, 


Harvard University, Cambridge 
METEOROLOGICAL AND CLIMATIC CONSEQUENCES OF THE MrT. KatTmal 
ERUPTION 


HE eruption of Krakatoa, in 1883, resulted in a series of meteorological 
phenomena of such importance that the Royal Society undertook a spe- 
cial study of them, and published the conclusions in its elaborate Report upon 
that eruption. The eruption of Mt. Katmai, June 6, 1912, also produced 
meteorological results which at once attracted world-wide attention. The spe- 
cial characteristic of the year 1913, so far as meteorological literature is con- 
cerned, is the discussion of these phenomena. Messrs. C. G. Abbot and F. E. 
Fowle, of the Astrophysical Observatory of the Smithsonian Institution, in 
their measurements of the intensity of solar radiation in the United States and 
in Algeria, found that the dust from Katmai considerably reduced the trans- 
parency of the atmosphere. The total direct radiation of the sun was reduced 
by nearly or quite 20 per cent when the effect reached its maximum, in August. 
From experiments made at Bassour, Algeria, it appears that the quantity of heat 
available to warm the earth was diminished by nearly or quite 10 per cent by 
the haze, although this was probably in part counterbalanced by a decrease in 
the earth’s radiation to space, caused by the haze. Similar periods of haze 
followed great volcanic eruptions in former years, as indicated by the measure- 
ments of solar radiation which followed the eruptions of Krakatoa, Bandai- 
San, Mayon, Santa Maria and Colima. The dust-layer of 1912 evidently 
affected terrestrial temperatures, especially of high-level stations (Annals 
Astrophys. Obsy., Smithson. Instn., Vol. III, 1913). 

The inevitable conclusion derived from these facts is that the dust from 
volcanic eruptions in past gevlogic ages may have had similar effects upon solar 
radiation and upon terrestrial temperatures. This has been suggested by 
Messrs. Abbot and Fowle, and Professor W. J. Humphreys, of the Weather 
Bureau, has discussed the question in a study.of “Volcanic Dust and Other 
Factors in the Production of Climatic Changes, and their Possible Relation to 
Ice Ages” (Bull. Mt. Weather Obsy., Vol. VI, Pt. 1). Thus another pos- 
sible contributing cause of past climatic “changes” is added to our already long 
list. There are obvious difficulties in the way of correlating the conditions of 
volcanic activity, atmospheric dust and climatic “changes” in the far-distant 
past, but the suggestion of such a possible relation is not only interesting. It 
deserves further critical study on the part of geologists and physicists, as well 
as climatologists who are concerned with palaeo-climatology. 

Another contribution, independent of the ones just mentioned, to this 
same subject is found in an article on evaporation on the Great Plains and in 
the inter-mountain districts as influenced by the haze of 1912. Messrs. L. J. 
Briggs and J. O. Belz, of the Bureau of Plant Industry, who have been en- 
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gaged in making measurements of evaporation during the past five years, show, 
by means of tables of monthly normal evaporation for fifteen stations, that 
during four months following the Katmai eruption the average reduction in the 
evaporation was 10 per cent (Journ. Wash. Acad. Sci., Aug., 1913). Evap- 
oration is obviously controlled by many factors, and it is not safe to jump at 
hasty conclusions regarding the importance of one control only. Yet the re- 
sults are significant, and will help in the further investigation of the possible 
general climatic consequences, past and present, of volcanic eruptions. 


NEw SNOWFALL CHART OF THE UNITED STATES 

The accurate measurement of snowfall is clearly difficult. It is safe to say 
that most of such determinations are more or less inaccurate. “The importance 
of a knowledge of snowfall, its depth, character, seasonal distribution, weight, 
etc., is obvious. From an economic standpoint alone, in relation to transporta- 
tion, water power, water supply, agriculture, and in many other respects, 
snowfall data are not only desirable; they are essential to our intelligent use 
of our natural resources. Snowfall maps of the United States published hither- 
to include one by Professor M. W. Harrington, reproduced in Waldo’s Ele- 
mentary Meteorology, 1896, p. 344, and one by Professor A. J. Henry, re- 
produced in the Monthly Weather Review, March, 1898, Chart XI. Neither 
of these charts was satisfactory. The data were acknowledged to be inade- 
quate, and the distribution of the snowfall as shown failed to give any accur- 
ate picture of the actual conditions over the mountain areas of the United 
States. Mr. Charles F. Brooks, a graduate student of Meteorology at Har- 
vard University, has prepared a new mean annual snowfall chart of the United 
States, which was published in the April, 1913, number of the Quarterly 
Journal of the Royal Meteorological Society (London). This new map is 
based on observations from July, 1895, to June, 1910. While it is clearly 
recognized by the author that “the data even for this new map, are very 
incomplete and unsatisfactory,’ yet Mr. Brooks’s work is not only the latest 
but the best. The new chart shows, for the first time, the heavy snowfalls 
on the western mountains. The greatest depths are over 400 inches in places 
on the Sierra Nevada-Cascades and on the Rockies. Unfortunately, this chart 
is not generally accessible to teachers and students of geography in this coun- 
try, but the author is continuing his study of our. snowfall, and there is reason 
to expect that a new, and revised chart will later be published in such form 
that it may readily be obtainable. 


NOTES 


THE SANTA FE TRAIL 
F the historic highways of the West, there are three whose very names 
stir the most sluggish imaginations, and kindle a spark of patriotic fire 
in the hearts of the most indifferent. These are the Santa Fe Trail, the Ore- 
gon Trail and El Camino Trail. 
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The Santa Fe Trail was a trade route, established for the barter and sale 
ef merchandise. Its history abounds in thrilling incidents and tales of heroic 
deeds; but the dominant note is commerce and the pursuit of gain. 


The Santa Fe Trail was laid out by the engineer who planned the uni- 
verse. ‘Trade routes, like trade centers, are located and determined by na- 
ture, rather than by the arbitrary caprice of man; and this was the highway 
that nature planned and prepared for the connection of the region of the Great 
Plateau and with the Great Plains. ‘Today it is followed by one of America’s 
most important railroad systems. A half century ago it was traversed by cara- 
vans of clumsy wagons, drawn by oxen, mules and horses, carrying a traffic val- 
ued at millions of dollars annually. More than three and a half centuries ago, 
much the same course was taken by Spanish explorers. 

* 


The modern history of the Santa Fe Trail must be considered as begin- 
ning in 1804. Two years later, Captain Zebulon M. Pike set forth on his 
famous expedition, designed to reconcile the differences of several Indian 
tribes, and to explore the Arkansas and Red Rivers. 

His report was published in 1810, and gave to the American people 
their first definite knowledge of the vast region he had traversed, and of its 
possibilities of commercial exploitation. 


The journey from the Missouri River to Santa Fe was short in com- 
parison with that over the great trade route of South America, from Lima, the 
chief seat of Spanish power on that continent, to Buenos Ayres. It was 
short in comparison with that over the Oregon Trail, which was to become a 
commonplace of later years; but it was by far the longest, most difficult and 
most hazardous commercial joufney overland that the American people had, 
up to that time, undertaken. For long distances the trail lay across treeless 
plains, with stretches of waterless desert, swept by blinding sandstorms. In- 
dian hostilities along the route date from 1828. For forty years thereafter, 
the Pawnees, Comanches, Apaches, Arapahoes and other tribes lost no op- 
portunity to plunder, harrass, kill and scalp freighters and travelers over the 
road to Santa Fe. 


In 1824, a caravan of 25 wagons, accompanied by a long train of pack 
mules, made the journey, and the trade with Santa Fe ceased to be of an ex- 
perimental and tentative nature. The traffic fluctuated greatly in volume from 
year to year; but by 1843 it had reached $750,000 in annual value. 


In the summer of 1846, the Army of the West traversed the trail, en- 
tered Santa Fe and proclaimed New Mexico a possession of the United States. 
The first stage coach from the states that ever entered the plaza at Santa Fe 
arrived in 1849. At first only monthly trips were made. The fare from In- 
dependence, 785 miles, was $250 in gold. Each stage coach was guarded by 
an escort of eight men, each carrying a “Hawkins” rifle and two revolvers. In 
1849, also, began the rush to California. Most of the goldseekers followed the 
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Oregon and California trails, but there were thousands who took the Santa 
Fe Trail instead. Late in the ’60’s and early in the ’70’s, it is claimed that 
merchandise valued at from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000 passed over the trail 
each year. 

Traffic over the Santa Fe Trail was brought to a close by the construc- 
tion of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, the freighters retreating 
as the construction crews advanced.—[ Overland Monthly, Oct., 1913.] 


On Map Drawinc 

“There are a very few schools in which most excellent work in map- 
drawing is done, but in the great majority it is either very poorly done or not 
done at all. In the French, German, and English schools, map-drawing is 
infinitely better taught than in the United States and there is a general opin- 
ion that the time is well spent.” 

“In almost every school there is an occasional pupil having an aptitude for 
mechanical drawing, and an inaptitude for the routine work of the class 
room. In such instances practice in the drawing of finished maps is not out 
of place. And when all this is accomplished, when a map is produced that on 
its face has the ear marks of the amateur, what is there to show? Merely a 
copy, nothing original—only a map whose intrinsic value is exceedingly small. 
But the time is hardly wasted, even though the map itself may have little or 
no value; the training is worth a great deal.” 

‘““Map-drawing as applied to the production of the off-hand sketch map, 
however, has a very definite place in the class room. In this sort of exercise 
nothing but the rapidly produced outline is required and in its execution 
not more than half a minute or a minute should be permitted. To 
make a good, off-hand outline requires some training and _ practice 
_—at first with the model before the pupil, and then from memory. 
In the preliminary practice it is well to keep in mind that the bold, rapid 
stroke of the pencil or crayon gives an outline much truer in proportion than 
does the slow, painstaking movement of the hand, that is expressive of doubt. 
When a pupil has made an off-hand sketch in crayon, and has named or in- 
dicated the various coast features, he has by that process memorized about 
all the geography of the coast that any intelligent person will ever be called 
upon to know.”’—[ The New Basis of Geography.—Redway. | 

“Map drawing is the usual accompaniment of the study of geography. 
It is done for two reasons,—as a means of map study, and as a means of 
geographical expression.” 

“The Pedagogical reason for requiring the drawing of a map for study 
is that in the reproduction of maps the pupil observes with more care the de- 
tails of direction, proportion, relationship, physical features, etc., than by 
merely studying a book or wall map; that by such detailed observation he will 
know the map more thoroughly; that by such care in study and drill in draw- 
ing, the map will be impressed more indelibly on the eye-memory.” 
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“There was a period in the last generation when map drawing was over- 
done. Pupils generally enjoy this creative handwork of making maps, and 
the temptation is to let them draw much. Very nearly as good map knowl- 
edge, however, may be acquired by the proper study of printed maps in books 
and from wall-maps, or by the use of printed outline maps. Moreover, a map 
may be drawn accurately and beautifully and still with so little thought on its 
geographical content that the pupil gains little or nothing more than the bene- 
fit from an exercise in drawing and painting.” 

“The best method is to let the pupil copy the map as he would a picture on 
a blackboard or in the drawing book in the art lesson.” 

“The map should be neatly spaced on the paper. The drawing is begun 
preferably, at the northwest corner, chiefly to avoid smearing. With be- 
ginners, nothing need be taught about scale. Simply the direction to make the 
map of a certain size, or as large as the paper will allow is sufficient. The 
older pupils should learn to draw according to scale.” 

“The other purpose of map drawing, besides that of getting the idea 
of the space relations of the map, is to express geographical knowledge. By 
means of a memory sketch map a pupil can give the teacher a fair idea of his 
understanding of the subject. Pupils should not only recite in words, but 
also by means of maps on paper or on the board.” —[ Principles and Methods of 
the Teaching of Geography—Holtz. | 


Cost oF REVISING GEOGRAPHIES. 


Writing in the Outlook of Sept. 13, Mr. Charles H. Thurber says re- 
garding the cost of producing and revising text books in Geography :— 

“Every map of Africa must be changed on account of the Boer War, 
China must be made a republic wherever it is mentioned in any book, Tripoli 
must be made a part of Italy, and what changes the Balkan War will bring 
on we can begin to imagine. The United States Census every ten years costs 
the text-book publishers, especially the geography publisher, more in propor- 
tion than it costs the Government. Between fifteen and twenty thousand 
dollars have been spent in a single year, after the census returns began to 
come out, by one publishing house in correcting the plates of one series of 
geographies, this without counting the loss of stock that had to be destroyed. 
Moreover, the first cost of text-books is vastly greater than that of any other 
books. The cost of maps for a series of geographies may be forty thousand 
dollars, and the entire first cost of such a series more than a hundred thousand 
dollars.” 

TERRITORIAL CHANGES IN THE BALKANS. 

As a result of the Balkan War, Albania is to become an antonomous 
principality and all of the Balkan States have expanded, though in varying 
degree. The boundaries are not yet definitely drawn, but we can compute 
approximately the territorial gains. Montenegro gains territory larger by 
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half than Delaware and now has a area a little smaller than New Jersey. 
(Jreece gains territory nearly the size of West Virginia and now has an area 
approximating Louisiana. Servia gains territory larger than Maryland and 
is now about the size of Maine. Bulgaria gains territory about the size of 
Maryland and now has an area nearly that of Mississippi. Turkey loses terri- 
tory larger than Illinois and retains an area in Europe about that of Massa- 
chusetts. The new country of Albania is a little larger than New Hampshire.

IRRIGATION IN THE UNITED STATES 
(Compiled from U. S. Government Reports.) 


1. There are 114 million farms in the United States, about one in 
every ten being irrigated. However, less than one per cent of the farm acre- 
age is under irrigation. 

2. There are 7,000 irrigation reservoirs, 125,000 miles of ditches, and 
55,000 irrigation enterprises in the United States. 

3. Five thousand flowing wells and 15,000 pumped wells are used for 
irrigation. 

4. The cost of all of the irrigation enterprises has reached over 


$300,000,000, or a little less than that of the Panama Canal. 
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5. It has cost on an average about $16.00 an acre to bring the irrigated 
lands under water, and the average cost of operation and maintenance of irri- 
gation enterprises is a little over $1.00 an acre, a year. 

6. California has the largest number of irrigated farms (40,000) but 
Colorado has a slightly larger acreage under irrigation. 

7. Six states have upwards of 1,000,000 acres each under irrigation, — 


’ Colorado, California, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho and Utah, in the order 


given. 

8. Forty-five per cent of the irrigated land is supplied with water by 
individual and partnership enterprises. 34 per cent by co-operative enterprises, 
10 per cent by commercial enterprises and only 3 per cent by the United 
States Reclamation Service. In all, 83 per cent of the land under irriga- 
tion is supplied with water which is under the control of the users. 

9. Only 3.3 per cent of the irrigated land is supplied from wells and 
three-fourths of these are in California. 

10. Contrary to popular belief the average value per acre of crops raised 
on irrigated land is not high, being $25.00 at the last census. The highest 
state average was in Washington, $50.00 per acre. 

11. Thirty per cent of the irrigated land raises alfalfa, 21 per cent 
oats, 10 per cent wheat and only 3.3 per cent fruit. 

12. The average yield per acre of irrigated land is from one-third to 
one-half greater than the average of unirrigated land. 

13. While there are authentic reports of irrigated orchard lands pro- 
ducing from $500 to $1,000 in one year, the average is less than $80.00. 

14. Louisiana has 55 per cent, Texas 41 per cent and Arkansas 4 per 
cent of the irrigated rice lands, the total of which is about 700,000 acres, 
equal to 30 townships. R. H. W. 

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

THE CoNTINENT OF EuropE. By Lionel W. Lyde, University College, 
London. XV-+446 pages. The Macmillan Company, 1913, $2.00 Net. 
Professor Lyde is one of the geographers in English-speaking countries, 

whose work and writings are steadily contributing to the upbuilding of rational 


geography. His latest book, Europe, devotes ten interesting chapters to general 


geographic relations, including coastline, relief, climate, world relations, reg- 
ional relations, etc. These are followed by 13 chapters on the various 
European countries, the British Isles receiving only a little more space than 
Russia and less than Germany. The value of the book for reference pur- 
poses is materially increased by marginal sub-heads which enable the reader 
quickly to locate the points which he is seeking. There is an excellent index, 
many sketch maps and diagrams, and a double-page, colored, political- 
physical map for each country. 

Different parts of the chapters differ much in their value to the geo- 
grapher. Necessarily most of: the matter descriptive of physical features is 
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found in other books; less fully in Mill’s International Geography and more 
fully in the volumes of Appleton’s World Series. The valuable contribution 
which this book makes is in its discussion of the relationship between the 
people and their physical environment. ‘There are sections characterized by 
definite and specific treatment which satisfies the reader and others—too 
many of them—which are too generalized to be satisfying. 


My Lire WITH THE Eskimo. By Vilhjalmur Stefansson. VII-+-538 
pages. The Macmillan Company, 1913. $4.00 Net. 


A thoroughly interesting account of the author’s five years’ residence 
among the Eskimo of the Far North, and especially among those of Victoria 
Island. The “Blond Eskimo” discovered here have aroused a good deal of 
interest. Of them, the author says—‘“There is no reason for maintaining 
now or ever that they are descended from the Scandinavian colonists of 
Greenland, but looking at it historically or geographically, there is no 
reason why they might not be.” 


Of the Dolphin and Union Straits Eskimo, he says—‘“They are the 
equals of the best of our own race in breeding, kindness and the sub- 
stantial virtues.” Mr. Stefansson is an admirer of the Eskimo, but he pre- 


fers him free from the influences of our civilization. He believes that the 


Eskimos and the northern Indians are more injured than benefitted by contact 
with the Whites. Of the northern, civilized Indian he says that he would 
rather shiver in fashionable attire of imported cloth than be comfortable in 
the furs which are cheap and therefore unaristocratic. “On Bear Lake, 
I have known them to sell Caribou skins at 50 cents a piece to buy a duck 
coat at eight or ten dollars when two Caribou skins would have made them 
a much warmer garment.” 


A chief merit of the book is that it is genuinely interesting. The 
author tells you the things you want to know. A defect in the book is the 
entire absence of chapter titles or any sort of sub-headings to guide the 
reader. There are many full page half tones and they are excellent. 


SoutH America. By W. H. Koebel. X-+298 pages. Adam and Charles 
Black, London (The Macmillan Co. American Agents) $2.00. 


A volume in Black’s The Making of the Nations Series. This book, like 
the others of the series is historical rather than geographical. ‘There are 
many reproductions of old drawings, maps, portraits and sketches. Covering, 
as it does, the history of all of the South American countries in 300 pages, 
only a little space can be devoted to each. The author makes only an occa- 
sional reference to the geographical factors in the history of the countries 
and the book, if useful to geography workers at all, will be serviceable chiefly 
in supplying a series of brief historical sketches in a single volume. These 
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sketches are, however, so brief that a serious enquirer will wish to search 
farther. 


THE DEPTHS OF THE OCEAN. By Sir John Murray and Dr. Johan Hort, 
XX-+785 pp. Macmillan Co., London, 1912, $7.50. 
An account of the deep sea exploring expedition of the steamer Michuel 
Sars in the North Atlantic Ocean in 1910. To be reviewed later. 


ASTRONOMY, a popular handbook, by Harold Jacoby, Rutherford Professor of 
Astronomy, Columbia University, has just come from the press of the 
Macmillan Company. ($2.50). It contains 435 pages, 32 plates and 

numerous text illustrations. “The book was written with a double purpose,— 

for the use of the inquiring general reader and for use as a text book in 
schools and colleges. The first part is free from mathematics and the second in- 
volves them only in an elementary way. 


STRUCTURAL GeEoLocy. By C. K. Leith of the University of Wisconsin, was 
recently issued by Henry Holt & Co. It is a compact, attractive little 
volume of 170 pages, with 68 illustrations. It is not an elementary 

book, but presupposes a rather wide knowledge of general geology. It is 

terse, goes straight to the point, and is eminently authoritative. ($1.50). 

THE TEACHING OF GEOGRAPHY IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS is one of the 
new geographical publications by Rand McNally and Co. The book
